The Sale of Poisons. 

We have before adverted to tho necessity 
that exists for the passage of an Act to 
regulate ihe Hale of p liaons ia this Colony. 
At present no legal restrictions aro placed 
upon the sale of tho deadliest drugs; and, ns 
has been too frequently tho cose roomily, 
the cupidity ol the vendor appears to have 
overborne every other consideration and led 
him to sell to half-demented fallow- boin^s, 
whose faces bore ao onmistakeable impress of 
tho sad state of thoir minds, the wherewithal 
to assist them in "shuffling off this mortal 
coil." Th ! case of the poor man Davis, yes- 
terday, furnishes nn instance in point. His 
wretci.ed condition must have boen appuieot 
to the most casual obsorver. No one who 
saw him lately but must have seen Ihnt 
" reason was (ottering on its throoo," and 
that beforo many days he would either be- 
come an inmate of a madhouse or be con- 
Bigned to his narrow home. Yet notwith- 
standing h's deplorable condition and appear^ 
nnco, Davi3 appears to have experienced 
little if any difficulty in procuring a vial of 
poison. It is a startling fact that withio the 
past twelve months four suicides by poison 
have occurred iu this town. The 
facility with which the means may be ob. 
tained renders the temptation to the unfortu- 
nate to deBtroy themselves the stronger. 
Many poor creaturos who have rsshly usurped 
the province of their Maker, and taken their 
own lives, had the means been difficult to 
obtain, might havo passed safely over the 
moment of weakness and lived to bless the 
wise law thai prevented the fulfilment of 
their rash purpose. In the interest of com- 
mon humanity we call on the Government 
to introduce at the next session ol the Coun- 
cil a bill lo regulate the sale of poHO:>8. No 
person should be allowed to sell to another 
a quantity of poison suflieieot to take life, unless 
the order be accompanied by (lie certificate 
of a respectable physician that the sale of it 
ib proper and the object for whioh it 
is intended log-itimate. The more ob- 
obstncles that can bo thrown in the way of 
the traffic the less likelihood will there be 
of our having many fucIi lamentable oveots 
as that of yesterday to reco r d.

(Before Chief Justice Needham.) 

Richfield, Sept. 28 18G7. 

P Sijnnn vs. 'I lie , Williams Cretk Bedrock 
Flume and Ditch Company — ["his was one 
ot the resurrection cai-cs I tely exhumed for 
the purpose ul iiis<ec iort. The subject was 
peacefully boned < n ihe 3.1 of July last, mi 1 
the remains liad Inn undisturbed till the ar- 
rival ol Mr NeeUhain on William Creek 
when general invituiiona h>iViag been issu«d 
for a "Iree fight anil no lavor," the t-pirit ol 
the defunct reappeared on tho fceuo und 
oballcnued the Bedrot k Finroe Company to 
'• cunie on." ai d ihe 0' uipiny seeing ihi-r» 
was no compulBiJO about ihe maiier, only 
thev must accept ihe challeuye, br.i*ely came 
forward. aaJ the Deceeaary preliminaries 
In ving been Batisfaclorilj adju-ied. u ring 
was formed und time was cal ed. 

Synon tiud pu obuSrd a portion of the 
ground formerly known aa the Steele claim, 
nna now us ihe Culilurnia claim, on Williams 
Ciei-k on the l"ih May lull, ot Pat Kirwin, 
lor $G()0 and on the suto day recirded hi- 
bill of sale and re recorded the claim He 
took possessioo of the p round and made a 
eurvey ol it. On tlie "JOi h May ihe foreman 
of the Flume Uompany, who were about to 
lay their flume ibruugu tho ground, iepre- 
eented to Synou tnul by l grouud-slu cing ' in 
his claim he was injuring the Company, and 
asked him to come and work for them till 
Ihe flume was laid ihraugh his claim. This 
Synon consente- 1 to do, if the Gold Commis- 
sioner would allow it ; and thereupon Syuou 
and the loreman »,f the Flume Company 
went together lo the Gold Commissioner, 
who at their joint request made an order 
giving Synon leave lo represent his claim 
by working for Ihe Flume Company A lew 
days after ihe order the Fluino Company 
summoned Synon iu the Mining Court, claim- 
ing tho ground purchased by Smon undor 
tho provisions of the Williaus Creek Flume 
Ordinance, 180G, the 1st section of which 
givea to ttio Flume Company 1 the exclusive 
right within certain limits to 150 ieet in 
breadth ol all mining ground vacant or aban- 
doned at nny time on and after the 1st July, 
18G4, during the period of len years.' It 
appeared that the former owners of the 
California claim had alltwed some few days 
over a year to elapse without making a re- 
cord of the claim, as it wuh alleged was re- 
quired by tho Miuing Ordinances, uud the 
Flume Company, therefore, on making that 
discovery claimed the wholo of thd ground 
as vscar t und abandoned within the meuniug 
of thoir Ordinance, though there had bcou 
several recoids of bills ol sale of tho claim 
within the year. Commissioner Hall gavu 
judgment for the Flume Company, from which 
judgment Syuon appealed to tho Supreme 
Court. When the appeal came before Mr 
Uegbie objection waa raisod, as ia nil the 



other nppeals, under the words of I ho Mining 
Ordinance. 1867, that 'the decision of ihe 
G Id Commissioner upon all mailers ol (act 
shall be liual and conclusive, and no appeal 
shall lie therefrom ' Mr Begbie he'd that 
'final and conclusive' meant final und con- 
clusive, and that unless he was disposed to 
drive a coach und four through the Act, he 
was precluded from going into the fact if 
the ground in qovBllon was vacant or aban- 
doned or not The appeal, therefore, on .the 
3.1 July fell to the ground. The case O'ime 
on beforo Mr Needbam, by consent, da a re- 
hearing of the appeal. Mr H. P. Walker 
and Mr Robertson appeared as counsel (or 
Synon, the appellant ; Mr Walkem lot tho 
Flume (Jom|iany Ihe respondents. 

P. Synon deposed to l lie loots aa above 
staled, and at the conclusion of theargunieoia 
ou both sides 'he judgment ot the Court was 
given to tho following effect: 

This is n case in which I havo no doubt. 
The applicant h as ful y established his title In 
the ground. I am by nn means certain that 
his derivative title is defective, but without 
that I think the tide made, independently, is 
sufficient to entitle him to judgment, under 
ibe records of tho 17ih May, 18G7. Il ia 
admitted thai those records noassailed givea 
good title to the ground ; but .1 is said that 
ihey are several days too late, and that Ibe 
result of their not being recorded beforo is 
to entitle the Respondent" to take possession 
ol the ground as vacant, and abandoned, But 
f do not read Ihe ''William Creek Bodiock 
Flume Ordinance, 18(16," so. It is nn 
Ordinance passed on tbo 29 th March, 18GG, 
wnich gives to the William Creek Bedrock 
Flumo Company the exclusive riglii without 
reuording to 100 feet in breadth of all mining 
ground vacant or abandoned at any time on 
and alter tho 1st day of July, 1804. to the 
29th March, 1866. A period is extended 
beyr-nd the act of ten years. But that period 
relates to the enjoyment of the rights con- 
ferred by tiie act only. The words may be 
said to mean ground vacaut or abandoned at 
any time up to ibe time ol granting the 
privilege. That seems so clear that no 
lawyer can have any doubt about it. But 
if that is' not so, tho ground in question was 
not vacant or abandoned, because I think tho 
words as used in tho Act do not meun vacant 
und abandoned in tho technical sense of the 
Mining Ordinunce, but would rather take 
their meaning from the context of the 
Ordinance granting privileges founded only 
on ground which might be vacant and 
abandoned in the popular sense of those 
words, fn that sense this ground was not 
vacant or abandoned. The appellant had 
taken possession of the ground on the day 
he purchased it and made a survey of it. 
There was no intention to abandon il, and of 
that fact Ihe respondents were notified, as 
they were dealing with tho appellant us tho 
person in possession of the ground, who in* 
tended lo keep it. Further the acts of the 
respondents estop them from taking the 
ground : they deal with the appellant us tho 
truo owner ol it, and tho foreman of the re 
spondents comes to him and says, ' you had 
better not go to work g'round'sluioing as you 
will injure us,' and proposes thai tho nppel 
lunt aud Ins companions should work (or him 
on tho Bedrock Flume until toe (lumo was 
lkid in the ground in question, which Ihe 
appellant agrees lo do il tne Gold Commis- 
sioner consents to it, and they go together to 
tho Gold Commissioner, who makes an order 
laying over the ground U3 ttio grouud of the 
appellant. It is impossible lo say 'hero is 
a vacancy or abandonment, and the respond- 
ents ore esioppad from ttlloging a titla lo one. 
It is boiler, however, to determine the case on 
the construction of the Company'? Ordinance. 
The privileges conlorred are limited to the 
'JfJiti March, 18GG. arid Iheo Ihe eircu instance- 
under which the Company claim did not ox- 
ist. For all these reasons, I am clear that 
the appellant is entitled lo succeed on this 
appeul. The judgment will he: 

1st. — That ihe judgment of Gold Com- 
missioner be reversed. 
2d. — That the appellant is en t i tied to 

ibe groun i. 
3J. — That Ihe Company bo ejected and 
the appellant put in possession, 

Ka"h party will hear Ins own costs below. 
The costs of the appeal urn allowed to ap- 
pellant. 



Preserved lliimau Flesh. 

A Paris correspondent writes : Every one 
has heard ol the wonderful discovery ol »n 
L ilian surgeon, f.ipy years ago by which In- 
petrified human uWb, and was able lo cut Ihe 
b dy into transverse sections lor ihe manu- 
facture of tables aria Ihe liko, tie vaiious 
colors beine: perlectly preserved ; ami how- 
ibis su upon, alter conplelini! Ins invention, 
died suddenly without havi g disclosed the 
secret. Ever sii.ee then other Italian surge 
tins, with bis specimens bifore Ibera, h.ive 
been seeking ihe lost secret, and in their 
searches have fallen upon something else. 
Here is Dr Brunetli, of Padua, who ex'nb ts 
a large collection of preserved human flesh, 
healthy and diseased, lor whioh ihe jury ol 
the exhibition on that cla-ss have granted him 
a i rend medal. 

Groat advances have been rnndo in pro- 
se ving anatomical specimens by means ol 
chlorate of potash, areemo and other preser- 
vatives : there are even soma excellent 
specimens of this kind at tho exhibition ; 
hut if damp, they eventually decay, und if 
dry, they warp, shiink and get, out of place 
By Mr Brunetli's discovery we have none ol 
this. The tirsl glance at this preparations 
gives one t lie idea of ligneous fibre boiied 
and dried; but the colors are tol-rably well 
preserved. Ilis specimens do not look petri- 
fied, find aro not; tliey look, on the couiru,ry, 
dry, porous and light, and us if they would 
lust, lor uges. Here uro specimens ol healthy 
and diseased kidney — in fact, of healthy and 
diseased tissue from all parts of tho body. 
In the lung wo see specimens of interstitial 
granulations, of tubercles, and of cavitieB 
ul'er abscesses. All this is so plain that a 
child might learn how tho luniis looks in 
tliu various diseased state to which it is sub- 
ject, Bo, too, there are slices of liver and 
Kidney showing fatty degeneration and cyr- 
rhosis of the first, and Bright/a disease ol the 
latter. 

The discovery of M. Brunotti, therefore, 
though not so wondeiful nor so perfect us its 
lost predecessor, is still nn important discov - 
ery, arid whon its author sees fit to make it 
public will render to schools an iuiinoutiQ 
aotvico,

". Suicide of Frederick P. Davis. 

Yesterday morning, between tha houre of 
8'and 9 o'clock, Frederick F. Davis, better 
known to the public through tho columns of 
the press as *' F. P. D." committed suicide 
in the back room of Mr J. G. McKay's 
Saloon, on Bastion street, by swallowing a 
quantity of strychnine. Tho eircumstiiuces 
attending; the sad event will be found de- 
tailed in the evidence given bolow. Deceased 
Borne ttmo ago made two unsuccessful at- 
tempts upon his life. "A letter, directed to 
Mr McKay, and left by deceased on the table 
ol the room in which he ditd, hints obscurely 
*t bis fell purpose. IIo was apparently 
fearful lest a friend whom be employed to 
write the letter might discover his design, 
and therefore failed to explain a sen etice 
which his subsequent act renders only too 
plain. Air Davis wus aged ubout 55 years, 
and a native of Wales. He was original y 
intended (or the Church; bu ! al an early diii. 
Jolt homo and went to the Uoiied Slates, 
irhero he passed many years a« school- 
teacher, lawyer and eiiitor. In 1856 he catne 
to California, and in 1859 having experienced 
religion, ho received a c-tll Irom i J uri Towu- 
fiond, VV. T-, to take charge of a church 
there. In the same year he resigned hi« 
charge and came across to Victoria and for 
■ome time was allowed 10 practice iu petiy 
criminal ca«es in the Po ice court. Sun- 
•eequently he wrote many ablu arlioldfl for the 
JPress. a daily paper, published in Victoria 
Irom 1 80 1 to 18G2, by the lute Mr Leonard 
JVlcUian' ; and upon the demise o (but 
j lurnul became attached to tt e slaff of the 
Daily Chronicle as an occasional assisiaot . 
For iho past eighteen months his health has 
been feeble, and the poor old man, inca 
. pacitated lor steady employment, subsisted 
upon the chari y ol those who had known 
him in other and bettor days. Latterly, he 
might have been eeen dragging himself 
painfully througn the streets Oj means ol a 
stick, and wearing upon hi* emaciated coun- 
tenance an expression which tj!d but too 
forcibly that life bad become to him a 
burden. The deceased gentleman was a 
ripe scholar ucd an able writer ; and but for 
The '' besetting eiu " to winch he alludes in 
his letter, would have occupied a proaiioont 
position in pociety. 

Mr Pdmberton, at 2 o'clook, summoned u 
jury and opened un inquiry into the ciuae of 
death. 

J O McKay, sworn— Know iho deceased 
F F Davis ; I urrived al my place of business 
about 9).< o'clock today ; went iuio tho inner 
room and di covered deceased iu a half sitiing 
posture, his leet stretched on the floor, his 
hand resting upon a chair, and his head re- 
clinicg against a table; he wus quite dead ; 
immediately gave information to the police; 
found a small vial lying on the table, tho 
».ame as produced iu Court, also a letter ad- 
dressed to me, wtiich I placed in the hands 
of the pulms. 

John McKay testified to seeing deceased 
on tho Adelpbi corner at GJ,{ o'clock yester- 
day mornini; ; he said he was going over 
with some friends to Port Townsend at 1% 
o'clock, and that if hn would write a few 
lines to Mr McKay for him he would ho 
obliged, to me ; he was very lame und shook ; 
we went clown to Wilcox's and he dictated 
this letter : 

Victoria, Oct. 14, 1807. 
«- Dear Sut :— It is a settled luct that sin 
• brings its own punishment with it. In what 
generation my ancestors committed a Bin 
Ibat brought upon them tho i;out ; but I 
presume that my easily-besetting sin has 
left nie this morning in a position that pre» 
vents mo taking a pen in my hand. The 
jubject to which I would reler, you ore 
awuro, cannot pass through tho hands of an 
emenueustB. There is a chest at Buuster s 
'' and a carpet-bag at Hicks k Itussoll's, the 
contents of which, if realized, will be suffi- 
cient to pay S8 due to -Mr Uridge's Ben vo^ 
Jant Fund ; 82 to Mini Hill, at tho Royal, 



and $1 50 to Philip Smith, Government 
slreot. If I were in a coudition to writo, I 
would say much, " lor mine has been a 
strange, evenifnl histoiy ;" but I shall add no 
more until my bund nets better. Before this 
reaches yon 1 shall he on my way IP another 
region. Yours, respectfully,

J. G. McKay, E c q., &c. 

After writing the letter I wont out and loft 
him in the saloon ; I noticed nothing un- 
usual annul deceased except tho shaking. 

M Dougherty, swnrn — Am barkeeper for 
J. G. MeKay ; at 1% o'clock this morning 
Davis c*me in and asked for a glass ol 
water; 1 gave it him and ho went into the 
backroom; nbout <-n hour afterwards 1 weut 
in and nsked him for tho glass, but he said 
ho would keep it ; shortly after I heard a 
fall, but supposing that it was in the tins' 
building I paid no attention to it; about 9!^ 
o'clock Mr McKay came in and found Davi? 
lying on the floor dead ; vvnon I went in to 
get the glass deceased was khaki g very 
much; did not see the vial then; he up 
peared to bo in groat agony nnd groaned. 

The vial bore tho label of Burgoyne & Go , 
London. Tho trunk and carpet-bag referred 
to in the letter w«re opened, and lound to 
contain some clothing, books, papers, &c., of 
but little value. 

The inquest stands adjourned until one 
o'cl: ck lo-duy for the production ol medical 
testimony us to the cause of death. 

The Shuotins Affray, 

C O Tomlinson, Jacob Marks and G F 
Smith, parties arrested on a charge of having 
been concorned in tho late shooting affray 
on Government street, were again brought 
before Mr Pemberton yesterday for examina- 
tion. 

Jacob Maria, re-calied and examined by 
Mr Ring for the defence — Do not know what 
tho word "fixed" meaut, technically speaking, 
among gamblers ; I havo heard the word 
used in tho sense ns regards money ; Smith's 
namo was mentioned in the communicalioa I 
mado to tbo lady ; can not tell what the 
torm " fixed " means taken in connection 
with the telegrams produced in Court. 

APce'.i sworn — Saw Smith the other even- 
ing . i the Colonist Ullico; a Jracas hod taken 
place on Government street that day; he vol- 
unteered an account of the allair; ho said 
there was a lady in the aflair ; it was un ex- 
traordinary quarrel ; ho could not account 
for its intensity and said that it could only be 
wiped out by blood, or words to that effect; 
Smith said he had sent lor Tomlinson and 
that he had arranged a place of meeting be- 
tween thorn ; that Marks evidently wisned to 
avoid a private meeting and preferred that it 
f-hould be in public, and lhai Tomlinson, on 
his way to the place of meeting, saw Mark? 
talking in the street to a person and asked 
him if he was ready to go down to the place; 
.M..rks said that when ho had finished the 
conversation with tho person ho was ready to 
do so ; that Tomliuaoo aud Marks wore on 
the road to the place ol meeting wbon the. 
row commencedi 

Cross-examined by Mr Ring — I was in 
tho inner room of the Colonist building when 
his statement was made Stnith and Mr Ling; 
werp in tl)0 samo room ; a third man eutereJ 
the room at the latter part of the statement. 

Tho Court hero adjourned until J.1 o'clock 
on Tuesday. 

[In tho report of Marks' evidenoo on 
Saturday, he is mado to say that Smith 
showed him a telegram ho had sent to Tom 
iinson ; the. report should havo read, •' a 
telegrum that he had received from Tomlin- 
son ] 

Tub Grekn-Eved Loihter — An elderly 
hgnter, named Hunt, a former Victorian, came 
hefore the American oommander on San Juan 
Inland on Saturday last, to complain of a 
neighbor, named Lilakely, on Orcas Inland, 
hiving attempted to murder him. He 
asserts that, having b"eo always on the be*l 
o) lerm-i with tbo Blukely family, he entered 
their door on Monday la-t and wiiilo ex- 
changing tho ordinary cou'tcnies with the 
better ban — a Plattnad lady — he was sud 
donly shocked by the report ol a rifle aimed 
at him Irom a dark corner ol the cabin 
When tbo smoke cleared a littlo he saw the 
desperate Frenchman, lilakely, with the 
'••eapoti clubbed to finish his deadly work. 
A struggle ensued, resulting in the jealous 
basbaud being dives led ol his rifle, and knife, 
after which Hunt promptly withdrew. The 
narrowness ol his escape n ay be judged liom 
tho fact that thw ball cut hii lip in passing h s 
bead, for whic-n his assailant admits having 
aimed. Uther settlers haviog examined the

Hint's osoapo. The offender, instead of at- 
tempting lo escape, is so outrageously jealous 
as to threaten to try another shot on the 
first chance.
